Under this policy, applicants for 
work will be hired and retained 
solely on the basis of ability, the 
contractor will make no require- 
ment respecting union affiliation 
and applicants will be advised that 
they need not pay fees to any or- 
ganization in order to get work or 
stay on the job, Col. Miller said.

The bombless day was in sharp 
contrast to last night when Shef-

A number of buildings wert de- 
stroyed and roads damaged or tem- 
porarily blocked, the Government 
reported. 

From early last night until early 
today, large formations of raiders 
scattered incendiary, high explo- 
sive and delayed-action bombs on 
the city. 

Exchange Telegraph,’ British 
news agency, said raiding planes 
machine-gunned firemen as _ they 
fought the blazes. ‘Most of the 
fires were extinguished quickly, 
but some of the larger ones burned 
for hours. 


Casualties “Amazingly Low.” 


The total killed and injured, Ex- 
change Telegraph said, “while con- 
siderable, was amazingly low con- 
sidering the consistency and weight 
of the raid.” 

A number of bodies have still to 
be taken ' from widespread wreck- 
age in commercial, shopping and 
residential areas. 

“Large numbers of incendiary 
bombs were as usual employed,” a 
communique said, “but the _,fire sit- 
uation was soon well in hand. Re- 
ports are as yet incomplete, but 
do not suggest heavy casualties 
and elsewhere in the region cas- 


4 ualties were very few.” 


(Berlin sources described the 
raid on Sheffield as a “super Cov- 
entry’ attack in which hundreds 
of planes participated, setting at 
least 60 fires.) 

Sheffield, a city of about 500,000 
population, has been famed for its 
cutlery for six centuries.

Other Areas Raided. 


Other parts of the Midlands were 
hit and London had an alert which 
lasted most of the night, but there 
was little air activity in the-capital 
after a mist developed midway in 
the night.

LONDON, Dec. 13 (AP).—Italian 
forces, after a fierce fight, have 
started withdrawing from Tepeleni, 
Albania, Exchange Telegraph, Brit- 
ish news agency, reported today 
from Athens. The Italians were 
said to be suffering heavy losses. 

British military circles reported 
14 Italian divisions—about 175,000

ATHENS, Dec. 13 (AP).—Fresh 


Italian troops thrown into the bat- 
tle in Albania were reported today 
to have failed to halt the slashing 
Greek advance against heights sur- 
rounding the coastal town of Chi- 
mara, north of captured Porto Ed- 
da, despite strong resistance. 

Here and elsewhere, the Greeks 
said that the Italians were replac- 
ing large units with new troops but 
that the latter were no more suc- 
cessful in checking the Greeks. Es- 
pecially large Italian concentrations 
were reported to have been thrown 
into the fight along the coast in a 
desperate effort to halt the Greeks. 

One dispatch from the front said 
that after the Greeks repulsed 
Fascist counterattacks at various 
points “the initiative along the en- 
tire front passed once again to 
Greek troops and the enemy is con- 
tinuing to retreat.” 

Pass Expected to Fall,

Witness Tells How Shelling

ABOARD A_ BRITISH DE- 
STROYER OFF EGYPT, Dec. 13 
(AP).—British warships, swinging 
into action to help the army’s big 
push against the Italians in the 
western desert, have hurled tons 
of high explosives into Marshal 
Rodolfo Graziani’s advance bases, 
forcing thousands of soldiers to flee 
in disorder toward the Libyan 
frontier. 

Six to 15-inch shells pouring into 


the Fascist ranks shattered  at- 
tempts to reinforce advanced troops. 
The Italians steadily fell back un- 
der land, sea and air attacks and 
the retreat now appears to be de- 
veloping into complete rout. 

The destroyer on which this is 
being written and other units of 
the British Navy swept over mine 
fields to within a half mile of the 
hastily prepared shore batteries and 
threw heavy fire at the Italians. 
The Fascist army moving along 
the Egyptian seaboard underwent 
what British naval authorities de- 
clared to be one of the most de- 
structive naval shellings in history. 
Fascist Camp Shattered. 
The. warships turned their big 
guns first on Maktila, 15 miles 
east of Graziani’s advance bas 
established at Sidi Barrani three 
months ago. 

The British shattered that big 
armed ‘camp, making it easier for 
the initial land attack. 

The British ships began their at- 
tack at dawn and pumped shells 
for more than an hour into the 
Fascist camp. 

Italian motor transports were 
blasted to pieces, troop columns 
obliterated. Huge pieces of the 
macadamized road which Graziani 
had just completed were torn up. 

This destroyer shivered and 
shook as it flung high explosives at 
the Italian columns, starting fires 
here and there. 

Then the destroyer swept east- 
ward along the coast of Salum

British Casualties.

Britain’s fleet has reported no 
casualties or damages to the heavy 
and medium-weight warships which 
have bombarded Italian positions 
throughout the offensive. 

The blow, coupled with Greek vic- 
tories in the Albanian campaign, 
was expected to have resounding 
effects thoughout the Near East. 

Why, it has been asked here re- 
peatedly # the last three days, did 
not Graziani rush reinforcements 
to the front when his first camps 
were taken on the opening day of 
the British offensive?

R. A. F. Claims Mastery. 

The Royal Air Force had gained 
mastery of the air over Libya from 
the outset and kept it, they said. 

The possibility of sending rein- 
forcements by sea from Bardia or 
Tobruk to Salum was blocked by 
Britain’s fleet, which kept a con- 
stant patrol of the coasts and 
shelled the Italian ports heavily, 
harassing troops moving between 
them. 

All these forces, according to the 
British, actually were moving west- 
ward—toward Libya. 

No estimate of the number of 
tanks, trucks, guns and other 
equipment seized was available, but 
official sources indicated the total 
was impressive. 


Wavell at Front. 


Gen. Sir Archibald Wavell, com- 
mander of Britain’s forces in the 
Middle East, announced today aft- 
er a flying visit to advance head- 
quarters in the desert that he was 
“deeply impressed by the enthu- 
siasm and morale” of the men in 
the field. 

Wavell, accompanied by Air 
Marshal Sir Arthur Murray Long- 
more, commander of all British air 
forces in the Mediterranean, had a 
long conference with Gen. Sir 
Henry Maitland Wilson, Command- 
er-in-Chief of the British army in 
Egypt, and air commodore Ray- 
mond Collishaw. 

The British emphasized that 
much of the success so far attained 
in the west was attributable to 
clockwork co-ordination between 
the army, navy and the air force. 

Three Italian Generals who were 
seized when British troops took 
Sidi Barrani, were brought to Cai- 
tro by airplane today. 

Amid great enthusiasm in Cairo 
there was considerable speculation 
on the effect which the British 
successes might have on Italian 
resistance in Ethiopia. 

A military correspondent for 
Reuters (British news agency) 
wrote: 

“For months Italian morale in 
East Africa has been bolstered by 
empty assurances that Mussolini's 
army was ready to march to the 
Nile at any moment and open up 
the Suez (the most direct route by 
which supplies and reinforcements 
could be sent into Ethiopia.) 

“But if the British offensive con- 
tinues as satisfactorily as at pres- 
ent, it is suggested that the Ital- 
ian army in Ethiopia may have to 
throw up the sponge because of 
pressure being exerted by British 
forces already hammering at the 
frontier.” 

All along the Anglo-Egyptian Su- 
dan frontier, the British said, pa- 
trols “continue to harass and -in- 
flict casualties” upon the Italians.

Hundreds of Planes in Sheffield 
Raids, Germans Say. 

BERLIN, Dec. 13.—German 
bombers by the hundreds pounded 
Sheffield last night and early to- 
day in a “super Coventry” raid 
which set at least 60 fires raging, 
informed Nazis declared today. 

When the last planes finished off 
the raid, returning pilots reported, 
the flames could be seen 80 miles 
away. The middle and northeast- 
ern sections of Sheffield were said 
to have suffered heaviest. 

So swiftly did the Germans at- 
tack, these sources said, that the 
British were taken completely by 
surprise and their anti-aircraft fire 
was so weak that not a single Nazi 
plane was lost. 

Explosions caused by bombs 
could be heard as far as The Wash, 
60 miles away, the Germans said. 

Authorized Nazis said Sheffield 
produces 15 per cent of England’s 
steel and therefore one of the most 
important arteries of Britain’s 
heavy industry was hit. 

Moonlight favored the attack, 
they said. With the fall of dark- 
ness, it was stated, German planes 
left bases in France and Belgium 
in uninterrupted succession for the 
assault. The weather was reported 
to have been bad in the channel re- 
gion, but more favorable over the 
Midlands. 

Nazi warplanes continued the 
mining of British harbors during 
the night, a communique reported. 

Daylight raids yesterday, the 
high command said, were aimed at 
various objectives in Southern 
England. A 3000-ton steamer was 
reported damaged and probably 
sunk by bomb hits off Harwich and 
another merchant ship was said to 
have been “badly hit.” 

Informed sources. said aerial 
photographs showed an area of 
1,721,844 square yards had been 
burned out or destroyed in three 
large-scale air attacks on the Brit- 
ish port of Bristol.

OF DEPARTMENT 
STORE DIES AT 80

ried a sister of his partners, Miss 
Frieda Baer. 

The business branched to Fayette- 
ville, Ark., and further expansion 
was sought, Julius Baer was sent 
to investigate possibilities in Texas 
cities and Memphis, but he had oc- 
casion to stop in St. Louis in 1892 
and see his friend, Elias Michael, 
wholesale dry goods merchant. 
The latter suggested a St. Louis 
store and found a partner, his 
brother-in-law, Charles A. Stix. At 


jonce the establishment was founded, 


as the Grand-Leader, on Broadway 
near Franklin avenue. The part- 
ners all came here. As the store 
grew, they prospered. They moved 
to the northwest corner of Broad- 
way and Washington avenue and in 
1906 to Sixth street and Washing- 
ton avenue, By 1920 the establish- 
ment covered a city block with its 
present structure. The business 
name has been changed to Stix, 
Baer & Fuller Co. 

Specialist in Buying. 
Some of the foreign exhibits of 
the 1904 Louisiana Purchase Expo- 
sition were obtained for the store, 
in a merchandising “scoop.” Mr. 
Baer was a specialist in buying and 
since 1906 had made 25 trips to 
Europe. In 1919 he was the first 
post-World War buyer in the Ori- 
ent, arriving in Hongkong Armis- 
tice day. 
When he observed his eightieth 
birthday on Nantucket Island, 
Mass., last Sept. 1, store employes 
sent him a record of greeting. In 
this W. J. Francis, who started 
work the day the Grand-Leader 
opened, recalled the initial adver- 
tisement, which spoke of a “Grand 
Public Reception” at the store’s 
“nalatial home.” The record was 
filled with -messages of affection 
from workers. 


Pension Fund for Employes. 
Frequently Mr. Baer took occa- 
sion to mingle with customers in 
the aisles, as a means of keeping in 
touch with the public’s wishes and 
the store’s service. Explosive re- 
proofs usually were accepted by 
workers as his way of disguising 
a warm heart. He and his broth- 
er, Sigmund, established a $100,- 
000 pension fund for employes 
years ago. About most of his phi- 
lanthropies he let little be known. 

Advertising developments were 
one of his special interests. Flow- 
ers and gardening were a personal 
hobby. Formerly he lived in the 
country, on Conway road. In 1932 
he established and financed two 
thrift gardens, for needy persons 
at Kingshighway and San Francis- 
co avenue and at Tower Grove and 
Magnolia avenues. Several hundred 
families raised vegetables in them. 

Liking movies, he often had pri- 
vate showings for friends in his 
apartment. Five years ago his son, 
who is his only survivor, estab- 
lished in his honor a foundation to 
show sound films at more than 50 
hospitals and charitable institu- 
tions. 

Mrs. Baer, who died in 1938, was 
the daughter of her husband’s first 
American employer, Joseph Adler. 
Charles Stix died in 1916, Sigmund 


1936.

STIX, BAER & FULLER 
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Would Retain Practices, 
With Specific Reforms. 


By the Jefferson City Correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Dec. 13.— 
Two plans for revision of Mis- 
souri’s code of civil procedure, to 
simplify rules and eliminate prac- 
tices which tend to promote delay, 
unnecessary expense and injustice, 
were submitted yesterday to the 
State Supreme Court by a commit- 
tee of 54 lawyers and legislators. 

The committee, headed by  Ken- 
neth Teasdale of St. Louis, was ap- 
pointed by the Supreme Court aft- 
er the last Legislature adopted a 
resolution asking the Court for sug- 
gestions for a revised code of rules 
governing civil procedure. The 
committee expressed no preference 
between the plans and left it to the 
Court to decide which would be 
presented to the 1941 General As- 
sembly. 

The first plan recommends a 
number of specific changes in the 
code, attacking those provisions 
which, in the opinion of the com- 
mittee, present the worst evils in 
cauging delay and unnecessary ex- 
pense in trials. It was submitted 
on the assumption the Court would 
prefer to deal with the problem by 
not repealing the entire code of 
procedure. 

To Conform With U. 8S. Rules. 

The second plan completely re- 
writes and revises the code, incor- 
porating the recommendations of 
the first plan and suggesting other 
changes to bring Missouri pro- 
cedure into conformity with the 
new Federal Court. practices 
promulgated by the United States 
Supreme Court about two years 
ago. 

Under the first plan, the powers 
of the court to suggest forms of 
pleadings, motions, bonds, instruc- 
tions and other orders would be 
broadened, so that the forms could 
be simplified and standardized and 
the usual legal verbiage eliminated. 

The time for taking an appeal 
would be shortened, the method of 
preparing records would be sim- 
plified, and certain records and 
briefs could be typewritten instead 
of printed. 

Suits would be made returnable 
within 20 days instead of to the 
next term of court, which might 
be weeks or months away. All 
demurrers and motions attacking 
suits would be consolidated so they 


=icould be heard and disposed of at 


one time, thus preventing delay 


e es from a prolonged series of hearings 
~ ¥\on various pleadings. 


One Non-Suit Proviso. 
Plaintiffs would be permitted to 
take only one non-suit, preventing 
them from continuously dismissing 
their cases when adverse rulings 


land verdicts are anticipated and 


then re-filing their suits. 

Trial courts, after entering per- 

emptory verdicts, would allow the 
trial to continue and permit the 
jury to make its finding. If the 
Appellate Court, on appeal, reversed 
the trial court’s ruling, the jury’s 
verdict would be reinstated if sus- 
tained by the Appellate Court, and 
the necessity of a new trial would 
be avoided. . 
A motion for a new trial, which 
now comprises only general allega- 
tions of error, would have to be 
more detailed and specific. This 
would give the trial court more in- 
formation as to whether a new trial 
was justified and reduce the num- 
ber of appeals. Objections to the 
court’s instructions to the jury 
would have to be more specific at 
the time they are submitted. 

The second plan proposes, in ad- 
dition to changes recommended in 
plan one, other provisions similar 
to the new Federal Court rules and 
provisions taken from states which 
recently have revised their civil pro- 
cedure codes, including Illinois, 
Colorado, Arizona and Oregon.

Nebraska’s unof- 
ficial total was complete except for 
two precincts. 
Roosevelt Popular Vote. 

The President’s total popular 
vote, included 417,418 American 
Labor party votes in New York 
State, was 509,658 less than the pre- 
vious high of 27,751,597 which he 
established four years ago with the 
aid of 274,824 American Labor 
votes. His 1932 total was 22,821,- 
857. 

Willkie’s popular vote was the 
largest ever given a Republican 
nominee, winner or loser. It in- 
cluded 22,428 independent Demo- 
crat votes in Georgia and 2496 Jef- 
fersonian Democrat votes in South 
Carolina. The previous record Re- 
publican vote was 21,392,190 for 
Herbert Hoover over Alfred E. 
Smith in 1928. 

Only 239,459 votes were cast this 
year for minor party candidates. 
This was their smallest showing 
since 1924, when they polled 121,- 
587, not counting the vote cast for 
the LaFollette third party ticket. 
There was no so-called third party 
in the field this year: 

Popular Vote Record. 

The total popular vote was 4,161,- 
507 above the previous record of 
45,647,117 in 1936 and 9,992,102 more 
than the 1932 total of 39,816,522. It 
was within one-fifth of 1 per cent 
of the 49,719,200 estimated by the 
Associated Press on Oct. 24 as the 


in two-fifths of 1 per cent of the 
actual vote. 

plurality 
was the singe Woodrow 
‘Wilson's 591,385 in 1916, and repre- 
sented a recession from his 11,072,- 
014 and 7,060,016 margins in 1936 
and 1932, respectively. But his elec- 
toral vote of 449 to 82 for Willkie 
was exceeded only by his own 523 
to 8 and 472 to 59 victories in his 
two previous elections. Otherwise 
this closest approach was Hoover's 
444 to 87 in 1928. 

Roosevelt carried 38 states. Will- 
kie’s pluralities were in Colorado, 
Indiana, Iowa, Kansas, Maine, 
Michigan, Nebraska, North Dakota, 
South Dakota and Vermont. 

Percentages of Candidates. 

The President's percentage of the 
total vote was 54.7; Willkie’s 44.8, 
and minor party candidates 0.5. 
Roosevelt’s 1936 percentage was 
60.8; 1932, 57.3. 

Texas gave Roosevelt the largest 
plurality of any state—640,999. Wy- 
oming gave him the smallest— 
6654. Willkie’s biggest plurality 
was in Kansas—124,435; his small- 
est in Michigan—6926. ‘ 

Roosevelt’s New York plurality 
was cut from 1,112,552 four years 
ago to 224,440 this year. The 1940 
American Labor party vote was 
nearly twice as large as Roosevelt’s 
plurality in New York. Democratic 
leaders, however, contend that 
Roosevelt would have received all 
of the A. L. P. vote as Democrats 
if the separate party had not been 
organized in 1936. Without the A. 
L. P. votes, Roosevelt’s total would 
have been 192,978 less than Will- 
kie’s in New York. 

Minor Party Showings. . . 

The poor showing of the minor 
parties was attributed in part to 
failure to get on many state ballots. 
Communists were barred by some 
states. Other parties failed to get 
the necessary number of signatures 
for qualifying petitions. Minor 
party ballots were not counted in 
North Carolina, the Election Board 
holding no electors had been filed. 

Thomas’ Socialist vote of 116,796 
was the lowest polled by that party 
since it first went on the American 
ballot in 1900, when the late Eugene 
Debs received 94,768 votes. Thoyhes 
received 188,014 in 1986 and 884,781 
in 1932.

Cargo En Route to St. Pierre, Mi- 
quelon for Men Cut Off From

BOSTON, Dec. 18 (AP).—Pros- 
pects of a drab Christmas for 1500 
war-stranded French fishermen on 
two islands off Newfoundland were 
alleviated today as the British 
schooner Robert Esdale sailed to- 
ward them with supplies from Bos- 
ton. 

The ship left yesterday for the 
French possessions of St. Pierre 
and Miquelon with food, clothing, 
55 tons of coal and such gifts as 
cigarettes, pipes. and tobacco. 

Reports said the fishermen, 
working at the Grand Banks when 


they received word of France’s de- 
ees, took their fleet to the islands 
rather than to attempt to return 
home through blockaded waters. 
They were reported living on their 
vessels, virtually destitute.

Italian batteries both at Sidi 
Barrani and Salum answered the 
British shellfire, but the closest 
projectiles fell 20 yards away. 
While this destroyer shelled Sa- 
lum, advance units of the British 
army smashed through Italian for- 
tifications beyond Sidi Barrani, 
taking prisoners by the thousands.

Other naval units pounded the 
port of Bardia, Libya, with one-ton 
shells.

There were shattering explosions 
and huge fires. 


The bombardment was intended 
both to keep the Italians on the 
run far into Libya, giving them no 
respite for re-organization, and to 
destroy as much of the base as pos- 
sible. 

The whole coastline from Salum, 
37 miles west of Bardia, was put 
under heavy fire, some attacks last- 
ing more than an hour. Shells 
ripped out huge crates in the high- 
way and hampered movements of 
Italian motorized units. 


Simultaneously, R. A. F. bombers 
loosed cargoes of bombs which fell 
among the retreating troops, tanks, 
armored cars and motor trans- 
ports. 

The order to take the offensive 
was a shot in the arm for the 
whole British imperial army of the 
Nile, it appeared from advices 
reaching this destroyer.

Washington Government 
Not Likely to Take Re- 
lief Steps for at Least 
Three Months. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 13 (AP).— 
State Department intervention in 
behalf of food relief for Europe is 
unlikely for at least three months, 
a high official said today, because 
information 

supplies 
late next 


enough 
abroad to last until 
spring. 
A survey of food conditions, com- 
piled for the department by author- 
itative American sources, shows 
that Europe faces no starvation 
for a minimum of five or six 
months, the official reported. 
This information, he said, cou- 
pled with Great Britain’s recent 
refusal to pass food shipments 
through its blockade, virtually has 
caused the State Department to 
decide to defer any general action 
on the subject until the end of the 
winter. 

Exception on Spain Likely. 
An exception may be made, in- 
formed sources said, in behalf of 
Red Cross efforts to send supplies 
to Spain, where the food situation 
is thought to be serious, and for 
shipments of condensed milk and 
concentrated vitamin foods for in- 
fants and children in unoccupied 
France. 
“Since our most authoritative re- 
ports indicate that the food situa- 
tion ‘in those countries which have 
been overrun by German invaders 
will not reach the critical stage for 
approximately six months,” one of- 
ficial said, “it is felt that, unless 
the situation changes suddenly, we 
can study the problem another two 
or three months before making a 
final decision.” 
By spring there may be develop- 
ments in Europe, the official, add- 
ed, which would chsr-- the whole 
picture and either obviate the 
necessity of food ships or cause 
them to be rushed. Even in the 
latter event, it was said, the relief 
cargoes would arrive in ample time 
to ward off extreme privation or 
actual starvation. 
Herbert Hoover, the former 
President, and the National Com- 
mittee on Food for the Five Small 
Democracies (Finland, Norway, 
The Netherlands, Belgium and 
Central Poland) have not empha- 
sized the need for immediate ship- 
ments in their campaign to feed 
an estimated 37,000,000 facing even- 
tual hunger in those countries. 

Question of Nazi Attitude. 
One of the questions officials 
here would like to see clarified in 
the meantime is what, if any, ac- 
tion Germany will take in insuring 
food for the peoples in the nations 
which German troops have occu- 
pied. Many officials here feel—as 
intimated by Secretary of State 
Hull—that Germany is primarily 
responsible for the plight of these 
people, and should be the first to 
make sure they do not starve. 

“The British are now living like 
wild animals,” one ranking officia) 
said today, “spending many hotrs 
in damp cellars, eating short ra- 
tions and suffering severely rather 
than give up their liberty to Hitler. 
It’s hardly the time for the United 
States Government to bring pres- 
sure to bear on Britain to permit 
foodstuffs to reach German-occu- 
pied areas, especially since the 
foodstuffs there will last several 
months longer.”

ESTATE TAX. $182,349 


State Wins Judgment for In- 
heritance Levy Opposed 
by Trustees. 


Trustees of the $1,850,788 estate 
of Mrs. Madge Barney Blake were 


ordered to pay $182,349 in inherit- 
ance taxes to the State of Mis- 
souri in a judgment granted yes- 
terday by Circuit Judge Eugene L. 
Padberg. The estate, consisting of 
Missouri assets placed in three 
trust funds, is being administered 
by the St. Louis Union Trust Co., 
co-trustee with Charles B. and 
Clarence E. Maloy of St. Louis, 
nephews of Mrs. Blake. 


It was contended by the trustees 
that Mrs. Blake, who died in 1936, 
was a resident of Massachusetts 
and that tax lability was to that 
State only. An inheritance tax 
claim of $145,000 by Massachusetts 
against the estate was compro- 
mised last January for $85,048. The 
State of Missouri asserted that 
since all assets comprising the 
trust funds were vested in the St. 
Louis Union Trust Co., Mrs. Blake 
had established a business situs for 
them here, therefore making them 
subject to the tax. 

Mrs. Blake was the wife of Dr. 
John Bapst Blake, a Boston sur- 
geon, and the daughter of the late 
Charles E. Barney, one of the 
founders of Scruggs-Vandervoort- 
Barney, Inc. She left here in 1915 
at the time of her marriage. By 
the terms of the trust provisions 
her husband, nephews and nieces 
are beneficiaries of the income.

MARINE CORPS CHIEF URGES 
FORGE BE RAISED TO 50,000 


He Calls This “Minimum” in View 
of Situation; Present Strength 
Is 38,600. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 13 (AP).— 
A Marine Corps force of at least 
50,000 men was urged today by 
Maj-Gen. Thomas Holcomb, Marine 
commandant, in his annual report. 

Holcomb said he considered this 
figure to be a minimum “in view 
Of the existing situation and the 
projected expansion of the naval 
establishment as a whole.”

He thus knew the United States and our citizens 
well and he understood and liked them, as they un- 
derstood and liked him. In contrast to some previ- 
ous British envoys, Lord Lothian was not a stickler 
for punctilio. He carried himself with easy infor- 
mality, was accessible to the press and, in general, 
made himself popular. It may be difficult for Brit- 
ain to find as effective a successor. 

Perhaps the greatest contribution Lord Lothian 
made to his country was a negative one. There was 
a powerful movement in the British Cabinet to set 
up in the United States a huge propaganda institu- 
tion, comparable to the one established during the 
first World War by Lord Northcliffe, for the purpose 
of persuading this country to go to war. Lothian 
wisely, from Britain’s point of view, vetoed the idea. 
He knew that such an institution would arouse 
suspicion and distrust and he knew, moreover, that 
it was unnecessary to try to whip up sympathy for 
Britain when it already existed in the White House 
and in the State Department, as well as in the gen- 
eral population. He knew that such home-grown 
organizations ag the William Allen White Commit- 
tee could be far more effective than any propa- 
gandists from Britain, no matter what their skill. 
All this makes his speech, delivered for him at 
Baltimore the night before his death, the more inter- 
esting. It was the first public speech Lothian had 
made in this country for nearly five months and it 
contained a report of conclusions he had drawn from 
his recent trip to Britain. The report was gallantly 
made. The Ambassador called attention to the 
extraordinary success the British have had in com- 
bating the Hitlerian assaults from the air and he 
paid a very moving tribute to the courage of the 
British people. 

But the core of Lothian’s remarks was that the 
submarine and air blockade of Britain’s is eating 
heavily into its resources. Shipping is being sunk 
at an alarming rate, and shipping is vital to Brit- 
ain’s continued resistance. Unlike the situation in 


‘the last war, when Britain had the support of the 


Japanese, Italian, French and American navies, the 
British navy is now alone. Moreover, the Germans, 
in possession of a coastline from Narvik clear down 
to Spain, have many ports from which raiders can 
operate. 

So the burden of the Ambassador’s speech was 
that Britain can win the war, perhaps by 1942, with 
American help. “With your help,” he said, “in air- 
planes, munitions, in ships and on the sea, and in 
the field of finance now being discussed between 
your Treasury and ours, we are sure of victory.”

Two officials of the Chattanooga Free Press-News 
and the corporation itself have been convicted of con- 
spiracy to violate the Sherman Anti-trust Law. How- 
ever, Federal Judge Leslie R. Darr imposed only 
nominal fines of 1 cent each, Thus, paper and pub- 
lisher stand both convicted and acquitted. 

The actual basis for the litigation was the paper’s 
practice of inserting in contracts a clause which re- 
quired advertisers to use its columns exclusively. 
This, said the Court, involved no “moral wrong.” 

But this case has a more exciting story—a story 
that was not without its effect on the presidential 
election. ‘The charge was made during the cam- 
paign that the Free Press had been used by Mr, 
Willkie’s Commonwealth & Southern Corporation to 
fight the Tennessee Valley Authority and to “kill” 
George Fort Milton’s liberal: Chattanooga News, an 
ardent TVA partisan. 

Here is the background for that accusation as it 
was told by the Post-Dispatch during the election- 
eering. The Free Press, started in 1933 as a weekly 
throw-away for the Home Stores grocery chain of 
Roy MacDonald, became a penny daily in 1936 and 
took a firm position against the TVA. The Ten-

nessee Electric Power Co., a Commonwealth & South- 


ern subsidiary, soon gave it most of its advertising, 
while virtually boycotting the News. That paper sus- 
pended publication a year ago. Subsequently, Mr. 
Milton established the Chattanooga Evening Tribune, 
but this venture ended last Sept. 4. 

An investigation by the Tennessee Railroad and 
Public Utilities Commission, as well as grand jury 
proceedings, indicated that the power company paid 
the Free Press something more than $1 an inch for 
its advertising space, while purchasers of less space 
got it for 65 cents an inch. It was further disclosed 
that $9500 of a $10,000 attorney’s:fee paid by the 
utility found its way into the paper’s treasury. 

Together with the convictions and fines, these 
are the main facts in the Free Press case—a case of 
importance both to publishers and readers. Seeming- 
ly Judge Darr was concerned only with an “ex- 
clusive” clause, which, he said, the paper would 
have been glad to delete. 
matter. 

However, the case does serve to point out that a 
paper may fight other people’s battles, and that it 
may accept financial aid from these people. Can 
publishers and public, however, afford to accept such 
a bald view? 

There can be no restrictions, certainly, on a pa- 
per’s right to fight. And that means freedom, too, 
to pick any fight it chooses—in the public interest 
or against it. This freedom would be seriously im- 
paired if any strict legal limitations were set on a 
paper’s commercial activities. 

Yet there is obvious danger in this situation. It is 
not a healthy thing for a democracy that a newspaper 
should be able to wield its influence strictly for 
cash. It is not good that a “crusade” may be bought

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A MATTER FOR CONGRESS. 

Rumors are current that the administration would 
attempt to circumvent the Johnson Act and lend 
money to Britain without asking the consent of 
Congress. 

Secretary Morgenthau says he will not be a party 
to so tricky a performance. We quote him: 


Irrespective of any interpretations that any 
lawyers might give (of the Treasury’s powers 
to lend money without the specific consent of 
Congress), I certainly would not be a party to 
any loan to Great Britain or any other country 
coming under the Johnson Act, without the di- 
rection of Congress.

Whether or not we lend money to Britain is a 
matter of high national policy, and the Congress of 
the United States, the elected representatives of the 
people, should be consulted, even though there were 
no Johnson Act. 

SUGGESTION FOR THE WEATHER MAN. 

If you can’t see seven blocks away for smoke, of- 
ficially it’s as smoky as when you can’t see the end 
of your nose, Mr. Moxom, the Weather Man, explains 
regretfully. Lacking instruments to measure smoke, 
Mr. Moxom adds, all the bureau can do is go to 
the window and take a look. If, after due allowance 
for astigmatism, the weather man can’t see Nine- 
teenth street from Twelfth, it’s thick smoke. On that 
basis, St. Louis has had five thick palls this year, 
according to the bureau, even though those who 
survived the Stygian horrors of last winter have 
been blandly unaware of them. 

Since the Weather Bureau’s rule of thumb ad- 
mittedly does not give accurate results, we offer 
an alternative which might be called, for lack of a 
more impressive scientific name, the color test. While 
neither this method nor the Weather Bureau's is 
as accurate as a micrometer, the color test has the 
advantage of giving a better indication of the kind 
of atmosphere St. Louis has enjoyed so far this 
winter. 

Under the color method, if the grime deposited on 
a white collar during a smoke pall turns the collar 
ebony, we have a thick pall, or a strangler. This 
would be the equivalent of the notorious Black Tues- 
day last year. 

If the collar, after exposure to the pall, turns navy 
blue, that might be called a pretty thick pall, or a 
still-able-to-breathe pall. If the collar becomes a 
delicate battleship gray, that might be termed not- 
so-bad smoke. Finally, when the collar comes 
through the day with its pristine whiteness not no- 
ticeably discolored, that could be designated as a 
not-so-you-could-notice-it pall, On this basis, we 
would have had this winter a few battleship-gray 
palls, but mostly not-so-you-could-notice-it palls.

Michigan Congressman says letter urging the United States even- 
tually to “finish off the Axis Powers” is part of nation-wide propa- 
ganda campaign to involve America in the war; appeal is based, he 
asserts, on “false premises, false assumptions and false statements.” 


A Statement by Representative Roy O. Woodruff of Michigan; (Reprinted From 


the Congressional Record). 


SINGULAR letter came to my desk this 

week, At the top were the names of 

men who are high in the educational 
circles of the State of Michigan. It is not 
necessary to name them in these com- 
ments, because it is obvious they are part 
of a nation-wide propaganda campaign. The 
letter, however, shows such a distorted view 
of actual conditions, and such a departure 
from good American common sense, that it 
should be given some analysis in the public 
print. The letter was dated Nov. 22, 1940, 
and was as follows: 

“Dear Mr. Woodruff: I believe in the last 
week or 10 days England has suffered dam- 
ages to her industrial area which can never 
be repaired or replaced. I believe at the 
present time that England’s situation is 
most serious and not only dangerous to her- 
self, but the same applies to the United 
States. 


“I believe we should repeal the Neutral- 
ity Act immediately, and I don’t mean in 
days or weeks, because it is a matter of 
hours. We should immediately take over 
the convoying of all ships to English ports, 
relieving the British navy of any part of 
this. As long as we have a live England, 
we can hold Germany at arm’s length. When 
England is gone, I fear it is the end of 
democracy. 


“It will be very difficult for the United 


States to overcome the Eastern Hemisphere 
without the aid of England. The sooner we 
get in and help, the less chance England has 
of losing more tonnage and thousands of 
lives. I believe the time has come when 
the majority of the people of the United 
States realize this situation and I believe 
are in accord with the views that I am 
transmitting to you. 

“It is my hope that you, as wel] as our 
other Representatives from the State of 
Michigan do everything in your power that 
England and the British Commonwealth of 
Nations receive all material, planes and 
battleships that are needed to the end that 
this war may be kept going by England 
until we are ready to step in there and fin- 
ish off the Axis Powers.” 

The second paragraph of this letter is an

tion at war. Such an appeal is the height 
of foolhardiness and represents a state of 
mind utterly dangerous to the security of 
this nation. 

The third paragraph of the letter is sig- 
nificant in that it says, “It will be very 
difficult for the United States to overcome 
the Eastern Hemisphere without the aid of 
England.” It will be news to the members 
of Congress, as it was to me, that the Amer- 
ican people contemplate active and aggres- 
sive war with those Powers. 

In the face of the President’s warning and 
the warning of our military and naval offi- 
cials that we are totally deficient in our 
navy, in airplanes and in all other equip- 
ment, even blankets, cots, housing or rifles 
for the army, here is a plea that we divest 
ourselves, without regard for our own de- 
fense, of everything the British ask for. 
That is not patriotism; it is a war spirit 
gone hysterical, to say the least. 

This letter is a part of a nation-wide 
propaganda campaign headed by William 
Allen White, the so-called “sage” of Em- 
poria, Kan., and his “Committee to Defend 
America by Aiding the Allies,” to involve 
this nation immediately and actively in this 
war. The last paragraph of the letter shows 
this. It will be noted this paragraph says: 
“ ,.. to the end that this war may be kept 
going by England until we are ready to step 
in there and finish off the Axis Powers.” 

It is nothing less than astounding that 
those whose names appear on the head of 
the letter should attempt to tell the Con- 
gress and the American people that Hitler, 
failing to cross 23 miles of British Channel 
to subdue England, can transport an army 
across 3000 miles of stormy ocean to sub- 
jugate America. These people cannot be 
that stupid. It is equally as foolish to be- 
lieve that we could transport an army across 
3000 miles of sea, an untrained army, en- 
tirely unequipped with propér machines and 
material, and mop up the Axis Powers. 

It is regrettable, but obviously true, that 
this letter is based not upon ignorance of 
conditions, but upon what is evidently a 
blind emotional impulse to drag this nation 
into war and to spill the blood of millions 
of our youth on foreign battlefields. 

This whole appeal is based upon false 
premises, false assumptions and false state- 
ments. It might be interesting for the 
country to know the motivating influences 
behind it.

The “Times Herald” is the daily 
paper of a smallish town near 
Philadelphia. The “Enquirer” is a 
little known -weekly published in 
New York on Sunday afternoons 
for a predominantly Irish <«lientele. 
Neither has sufficient pretensions 
to national standing to have justi- 
fied the trouble and expense of dis- 
tributing free copies in th; con- 
vention city. 
es as a Clew. 


HE headlines on the two news- 
papers’ front pages provided 
the only clew to their mystify- 
ing simultaneous appearance at the 
delegates’ bedroom doors. “Hamil- 
ton Fish Looms as Deadlock Choice 
of G. O. P.” screamed the “Nor- 
ristown Times Herald” in a double 
banner. The “Enquirer” was al- 
most equally emphatic, Beneath the 
headlines were stories stating that 
Taft, Dewey and Willkie would 
kill each other off, and that the 
distracted Republicans would then 
pin their hopes on Fish. 

The stories looked a trifle fishy, 
in more ways than one. They had 
no visible foundation in the facts 
of the politica] situation. They con- 
tained several similar passages, al- 
though the “Times Herald” story 
was unsigned and bore a Philadel- 
phia dateline, while the “Enquirer” 
story was signed by Prescott Den- 
nett, bore the label of the Columbia 
Press Service, and was datelined 
Washington. Indeed, they seemed 
to.constitute a truly remarkable in- 
stance of thought transference, for 
they even had exactly identical sen- 
tences and paragraphs, such as: 
“During his service in the House 
of Representatives Mr. Fish has 
maintained a record that is un- 
surpassed for his stanch Ameri- 
canism.” 

Nor were these the only details 
that caught the eye.

Griffin is 
traveling as a private citizen and 
is on a personal information jour- 
ney. Warm Greetings, Heil Hitler! 
Manfred Zapp.” 

As for “The Norristown Times 
Herald,” its publisher, Ralph B. 
Strassburger, shared with George 
Sylvester Viereck and Lawrence 
Dennis the honor of being one of 
the half-dozen private customers 
of Zapp’s Transocean news service. 
He also arranged to print the Amer- 
ican edition of the official German 
white book on the “Times Herald's” 
presses. 

Possibly it was pure coincidence 
that the same small town daily 
and New York weekly both joined 
in a Ham Fish promotion stunt 
and both left their traces in the 
files of Herr Zapp.

This organ- 
ization is the work of the tireless 
Metaxas, who said in 1936, after 
taking advantage of a tobacco 
workers’ strike at Salonika to 
declare martial law and estab- 
lish his dictatorship, “I shall be- 
come a sort of modern monk. I 
shall renounce everything and live 
only for Greece.” 


Country Reflects Maker. 

The form of the Greek state to- 
day is largely the work of Me- 
taxas, and it reflects the personality 
of its maker. Born of a patrician 
family on the island of Cephalonia, 
trained at home and abroad to bea 
soldier, Metaxas early acquired the 
conviction that an authoritarian 
government was best. He had a 
man of action’s distrust of the talk 
and maneuverings of politicians. 
He kept a patrician’s loyalty to 
the Greek royal family through 20 
years of abdications and restora- 
tions. 

Metaxas got his chance to make 
Greece an authoritarian state less 
than a year after the October, 1935, 
coup of Gen. George Kondylis, 
which brought King George back 
co the throne. Constantine Dem- 
erjdis was made premier and Met- 
axas, vice-president of the council 
of state. Kondylis and Demerjdis 
both died suddenly of natural 
causes, as did Eleutherios Venizelos, 
popular leader of the anti-royal 
party and Metaxas’ bitter political 
enemy. With the coast thus clear, 
Metaxas became Prime Minister in 
April, 1936. He became dictator a 
little more than three months later. 
In 19388 he caused it be announced 
that he was premier for life. 

Once in power, the new leader 
lost no time in making Greece the 
organized and efficient state’ he 
wanted it to be. He suppressed 
all political parties, clapped censor- 
ship on the press, abolished aca- 
demic freedom, prohibited political 
idiscussion, undertook an expensive 
arms program, and increased gov- 
ernment control of business. 

He announced that deportation 
would be the pénalty for anyone 
“who in writing or verbally or in 
any other way, directly or indirect- 
ly, encouraged the propagation, de- 
velopment, or the application of 


or economic systems tending to un- 
dermine-the established order.”

of the showdown between airpower 
and the old seapower brought about 
the shifting of-the naval blockade 
line into the Atlantic. The big war- 
ships out there find nothing that 
they can fasten their big teeth 
into, and cannot venture nearer to 
the coastline ‘because of the enemy 
bombers and torpedo planes. 


It is becoming more evident ev- 
ery day that this issue will be de- 
cided within the lines maintained 
by ‘the British sea blockade. At 
this point it is well to consider that 
there are two ways of controlling 
the air. -One is actually to domi- 
nate the air by driving the enemy 
out of it (and this must be done 
where the combat zone is limited, 
such as the air over London), or by 
stretching the combat zone so that 
the numerically weaker air force 
cannot cover all fronts. 


The Germans have not smashed 
the British control of the air over 
England. The expedient there is to 
give up the. costly day bombing en 
masse and follow the sound British 
example of holding for night opera- 
tions. However, numerical air su- 
periority has permitted the Ger- 
mans to link their air attack and 
the submarine operations. In World 
War I, British sea forces concen- 
trated on German sub-sea warfare, 
and after reaching the dangerous 
straits described by Lloyd George— 
“six weeks more food in the larder” 
—the British actually throttled the 
hit-and-run U-boat. But now the 
situation brings to light that the 
U-boat is co-ordinated with German 
air patrols. 


New Way of Hunting. 


The real problem of the U-Boat 
was its inability to see targets with- 
out exposing the tell-tale periscope 
and taking pot luck with its hunt- 
ing. Now the hunting is done by 
the air patrol and where it does not 
destroy the enemy vessel, or in the 
case of ciscovering a large convoy, 
word is flashed to the U-boats. 


It is not surprising that German 
submarines are willing to run the 
risk of discovery by using their ra- 
dio, because this, unlike the condi- 
tions of World War I, is being 
fought in the wide-open ocean 
spaces. And that they are using 
their radio is substantiated by the 
fact that they are reporting sink- 
ings while on station and without 
waiting until they return to their 
harbors. 


Estimates vary as to the per- 
centage of food supplies that must 
be carried to England on the sea. 
Conservatively, it is somewhere be- 
tween 60 and 70 per cent. And it is 
becoming evident that unless the 
British admirals develop some new 
anti-submarine operation quickly. 
the critical days of supplies short- 
age must be reckoned with. Sea 
power was nearly caught by the 
sub-sea warfare in the last war, 
and it is facing an even greater 
threat from air power in this strug- 
gle. 

This by no means indicates the 
end of sea power. There is a very 
definite place for sea power in the 
war of this age. It does mean, how- 
ever, that someone will have to de- 
vise the sea-power’s new place in 
the picture. Attacked from above 
and from below the surface of the 
sea, an orthodox war vessel is at 
a great disadvantage.

It is, therefore, our policy to see 
to it that nothing whatsoever is 
done, while we continu: arming, 
that can in any way strengthen the 
position of the Axis Powers whom 
we clearly recognize on their own 
say-so and behavior as our possible 
enemies. 
© . a 

OLICY and diplomacy are weap- 

ons of defense no less’ than 
tanks and ships and guns. In fac- 
ing totalitarian Powers, engaged 
in total war, we are greatly handi- 
capped by the diffusion of our dem- 
ocratic forces. The totalitarian 
Powers have a completely inte- 
grated policy, and every individ- 
ual and every economic, political, 
and social group is forced to col- 
laborate with that policy. There is 
no such thing as a German busi- 
ness man conducting his own for- 
eign policy, or a German social 
organization conducting its. The 
Nazi government has an aim and 
a program for the achievement of 
that aim, and everybody plays ball 
or goes to concentration camp. 

- * 
N the face of such concentration, 
we should decide, it seems to me, 
to do nothing in connection with 
the totalitarian governments or 
their captives, except for a clear 
political objective, and by, through, 
or with the consent of our own 
Government. If we permit indi- 
vidual citizens, committees and cor- 
porations to’ function heterogene- 
ously and independently we shall 
be undermining the authority of 
th: State Department and defeating 
our own national ends. We shall 
never be able to act with the high- 
est degree of efficiency in dealing 
with the completely integrated to- 
talitarian Powers. And it must be 
borne in mind that the coverage of 
their integration endompasses not 
only captive governments but un- 
witting stool pigeons of theirs, in 
our democracy.

T present we have a foreign pol- 
icy for the United States and 
several other foreign policies con- 
ducted by various groups. 
The official and unofficial poli- 
cies are by no means synchronized, 
and, indeed, it is possible for these 
private policies, pursued out of 
however much good will, greatly to 
embarrass the conduct of foreign 
relations, in the most critical mo- 
ment of our history. 
Mr. Hoover’s activities, for in- 
stance, ought to be judged in the 
light of our whole policy and ought, 
it seems to me, to be conducted in 
harmony with it, or not conducted 
at all, 
For any large-scale relief activity 
involves relations with foreign gov- 
ernments, or their agents. I un- 
derstand, for instance, that there

There is no such thing left in the 
world today, alas, and unfortu- 
nately, as a purely humanitarian 
venture in international affairs.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 13 (AP).— 
Senator Taft (Rep.), Ohio, suggest- 
ed. today that. the first step in 
heavier taxes for defense should 
be to increase the normal levy on 
personal incomes from 4 per cent to 
10 per cent. 

Taft asserted that personal in- 
comes were “the most promising 
source of revenue” and added that 
a Federal sales tax should not. be 
imposed until increased taxes on 
individuals have been tried, 

He said that “we would only be 
fooling ourselves” if an effort were 
made to increase taxes on corpora- 
tions. “Taxes on business are 
passed on to the people,” he con- 
tinued, “but they tend to discour- 
age business activity.” 

Pointing out that the people of 
Great Britain had managed to pay 
increasingly heavy income tax rates, 
Taft told reporters that a man mak- 
ing $5000. in this country, with 
average exemptions, now paid only 
$120 tax. He added that if the nor- 
mal tax rate was increased from 4 
to 10 per cent, such a man would 
pay $300.

Pastors Assail Bill. 
The Rev. Joseph Frenz read a 
motion before the meeting adopted 
by the Lutheran Pastoral Confer- 
ence representing 50 churches, 
which said that the ordinance 
would halt the growth of the church, 
would destroy church property, 
made “an unnecessary evil,” tended 
to “squelch” the church, and was 
a “terrible insult” to 100 years of 
Lutheranism in the city. Pastors 
representing the Baptist, Presby- 
terian and other denominations 
also assailed sections of the Dill 
affecting churches and church 
parking.

Attacking a clause which says 
that if the non-conforming use of 
a premises “is voluntarily discon- 
tinued for a period of 180 days,” 
its use thereafter shall conform to 
the type described for that district 
in the bill, Federer declared the 
owner “would have to tear the 
building down or remodel it, and 
could not use it for the purpose for 
which it was bought.” He cited 
numerous instances of neighbor- 
hood stores where this would ac- 
tually happen under this section, 
or the one providing for conform- 
ance by 1950. 


A section of the bill that denies 
the right to alter a building unless 
the alteration is consistent with the 
use of the building for that dis- 
trict in which it is situated, drew 
sarcastic comment from Federer, 
other real estate dealers, and sever- 
al private property owners. 


The speakers said such provision 
would throw property into disuse, 
would prevent investment and de- 
velopment, and when a building 
neighborhood changed in character, 
the buildings couldn't be altered to 
meet the natural changes. 


Higher Taxes Predicted. 


Several speakers predicted that 
the adoption of the ordinance 
would destroy property values be- 
cause Of mandatory changes in the 
bill, that financing couldn’t be ob- 
tained for new buildings, that 
taxes would be increased instead 
of decreased, and that the bill 
would accelerate instead of retard- 
ing decentralization of population.

Contrasts Here and There. 


The contrast between the old- 
fashioned structures and the new 
fronts in a variety of modernistic 
styles, colors and materials was 
striking. Frost pointed out that 
the effort was confined to making 
over the exteriors, leaving interior 
changes to follow as a matter of 
course with the improvement of 
business and the demands of ten- 
ants. Most of the buildings shown 
in the pictures were two and three

Unlike what has happened in 
downtown St. Louis, the Oakland 
work displayed all consisted of 
complete new fronts. Here modern- 
ization has been limited, in general 
to store fronts one story or two 
stories high, leaving more or less 
antiquated construction visible 
above. 


The Oakland work has covered 
34 buildings so far, at costs rang- 
ing from $5000 to $150,000. Frost 
did not have an estimate of the 
total. He did not go into details 
on how property owners, mortgage 
holders, financial agencies and 
others involved were induced to 
proceed with improvements, but 
this was part of the persuasive 
function of his association. Pub- 
lic officials joined willingly be- 


cause the effect was to help main- 
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tain taxable values. 

Downtown Oakland was suffer- 
ing as from gangrene when the 
movement started, he related, but 
now it is crowded and busy. ,“To 
the decentralization fifth column- 
ists in the real estate business I 
say, ‘Stop advising clients down- 
town business is through,’” he re- 
marked. Vacant stores have been 
reduced to a slim percentage, and 
mostly are on the fringe of the dis- 
trict, he added. 

Co-operative Parking Plan. 

A co-operative parking associa- 
tion, in which professional men, 
banks and newspapers joined as 
well as merchants, has provided 
free parking for customers on six 
lots, with no purchase required for 
validation of a check. The cost is 
pro-rated and has always been 
less than 5 cents a car. In 19398 
the lots parked 1,084,726 cars, one 
lot with a capacity of 198 cars and 
only three attendants caring for 
2000 in the course of a day. Pri- 
vate parking lot operators have 
been forced to give low rates, in 
contrast with high charges in San 
Francisco. Oakland police are en- 
forcing the 40-minute curb park- 
ing law as one phase of the offi- 
cial co-operation. 

Other fields in which the prop- 
erty owners’ association has been 
active, Frost continued, have in- 
cluded: Obtaining lower tax valu- 
ations, although business is better 
than in 1929; steps to curb “ribbon” 
development of commerce along 
traffic arteries, including restric-

changes in zoning and building re- 
strictions which hampcred improve- 
ment of an adjoining old-fashioned 
residence district; decreasing street 
hazards; improving mass transpor- 
tation access to the business center.

PLANE WITH GLASS-COVERED 
WINGS PUT THROUGH TESTS 


Use of Fireproof Fabric Expected 
to Open New Field of Construc- 
tion in Light Craft. 
ALLIANCE, O., Dec. 13 (AP).— 
An airplane with “glass” wings, 
so fire-resistant that a torch pro- 
duces only a smudge on its fabric, 
was tested yesterday to open a new 
field of construction in the light 

horsepower categories. 

Yet to be approved by the Gov- 
ernment, the material employed can 
be used, the manufacturer said, 
both on primary and basic military 
training planes as well as on the 
light machines in civilian pilot 
training. 

The wings of the plane used for 
the experiment, produced by the 
Taylorcraft Aviation Corporation, 
were covered with a woven glass 
fabric which took the place of the 
“doped” cotton or linen fabric used 
since World War days. 

The wooden and metal interior 
structure of the wings was like that 
in conventional light airplanes. The 
glass fabric also can be adapted 
to cover the fuselage and control 
surface framework. 

The fire hazard in fabric-cov- 
ered planes has led manufacturers 
to install fire walls behind the en- 
gines and, in the higher priced 
field, to equip engines with auto- 
matic fire-quenching devices.

DURING NOVEMBER 


Index Reaches 131 Pct. 
of 1935-39 Average; 
Rise Widespread, Re- 
serve Board Says.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 13 (AP).— 
The Federal Reserve Board esti- 
mated today that industry, spurred 
by defense orders, reached a new 
peak in. November. 

The board's seasonally adjusted 


index of industrial production 
placed November output at 131 per 
cent of the 1935-39 average. The 
index had been 128 the preceding 
month and 124 a year ago. 
“Recent increases in activity 
have been widespread,” the agen- 
cy’s monthly bulletin asserted. 
“Expanded output has occurred not 
only in industries directly engaged 
in production of war materials and 
in those making goods formerly 
supplied by European producers; 
war and defense developments 
have also increased civilian ex- 
penditures. 

“In the aggregate these increases 
have much more than offset losses 
resulting from the closing of many 
foreign markets for American 
goods. Retail sales of automobiles 
have been exceptionally large this 
autumn, more new houses have 
been bought, and consumers’ pur- 
chases of other products have in- 
creased substantially, although not 
so much as buying in the wholesale 
markets. A sharp rise in factory 
construction this autumn has been 
to meet civilian requirements, as 
well as military demands.” 

The board also estimated that to- 
tal employment in the United 
States had increased by more than 
2,000,000 persons between August, 
1939, and October, 1940. This was 
said to be a net gain. Huge in- 
creases in industrial employment

Later Spandle explained that he 
had begun his count because he 
didn’t want to stop the “title” 
match for such a technical in- 
fringement of the rules. But when 
he saw Steele would be unable to 
return for further action, he 
couldn’t award the victory to Na- 
gurski on an illegal maneuver.

The cardinal principle of good defensive basketball is to stay 
between your man and the basket. 
enough to do, but when we consider all the tricks which the offensiv 
Player has at his disposal to fool the guard and add to these the 
difficulty of avoiding screen plays, we see that good defensive play 
is more complicated than it seemed at first sight. 


To begin with the defensive

Field Artillery are the boys who 
“keep those caissons rolling along.” 
The motor age has struck the Ar- 
tillery and more and more units 
are being motorized, At the Field 
Artillery School at Fort Sill, Ok., 
the army trains tractor and truck 
drivers, motor mechanics and com- 
munications technicians. In the

Besides the big guns, the 75s, 155- 
millimeter and the howitzers, Field 
Artillerymen are instructed in the 
use of small arms for their own de- 
fense.

ESIGNERS at last have passed 
Die experimental stage in the 

creation of skating togs. They 
finally are convinced that figures 
don’t lie and since 22 per cent of 
the people in this country not only 
can skate, but do, it’s time to give 
them the right sort of clothes in 
which to skate. 

With the indoor skating rinks 
glistening with a tempting sheen 
and the weather man sending a 
touch of winter temperature, there’s 
a sudden stampede in that section 
of the apparel shops where bal- 
lerina skirts of bright wool, ski 
pants, warm socks and gay hoods 
are on exhibition. Judging by the 
ballyhoo associated with the open- 
ing of these new departments and 
the quantity of their stocks, the 
percentage of skaters among the 
general populace will increase be- 
fore many weeks have passed. 

While the skirted costumes on 
display are featured as skating cos- 
tumes and the trouser mode is spec- 
ified for skiing, in St. Louis there 
are as many women choosing the 
ski suits for skating as those who 
choose the dresses. Even though 
the Alpine sport is being brought 
to the Ozarks in a serious way this 
winter, the majority of St. Louis- 
ans who enjoy winter sports have 
to be satisfied with skating or oc- 
casional tobogganing. 

A survey of the modes available 
at the beginning of the skating 
season proves that practical em- 
phasis is placed foremost although 
beauty has not been sacrificed. The 
one-piece skating dresses are 
equipped with elasticized belts and 
some of them add elasticized 
bodices so that they hug the figure 
securely regardless of how many 
intricate figures the wearer may 
cut on the ice. : 

These dresses have very brief 
skirts which flare with a ballerina 
swing and look graceful as the 
wearer moves. Their sleeves are 


cut with some fullness above tight 
cuffs as another means of provid- 
ing comfort. Such fabrics as jer- 
sey and feathery woolens are used 
extensively because these have a 
certain pliable quality. 

While the one-piece dresses are 
regarded as very smart this season 
there is much attention to the out- 
fit which is made up of “separates” 
so that a skater may do her own 
assembling. Occasionally one sees 
a two-piece suit consisting of flared 
skirt and hip-length jacket of cor- 
duroy and velveteen, but more often 
one sees a skirt of one color and 
a jacket of another. 

The favorite separate jacket is 
made of gabardine which has been 
especially treated to make it re- 
sistant to dampness and to cold./ 
Flattering colors also are available 
in this material although the nat- 
ural tone that is lined with bril- 
liant jersey continues to be liked. 
The gabardine is the leader also in 
ski pants and entire ski suits this 
winter. You can find the heavy 
wool fabrics such as are used for 
children’s snow suits but the gab- 
ardine with its wool lined jacket 
is preferred.

Don't Take My Word for It

FUHRER—A noun. In German, 
leader, guide. 

Chancellor Hitler is called der 
fuhrer by members of the Nazi 
(NOT-see) party. The title should 
not be pronounced “durr FEW-rer,” 
or “FEW-roar.” Note also that the 
correct spelling is not “fuehrer” as 
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it. appears most often in newspa- 
pers. 

Fuhrer is correctly spelled with 
the umlaut “U.” It is a “U” with 
two dots above it. 

The umlaut (OOM-lowt) “U” is 
approximately the same in sound 
as the French “U” in tu, vu, rue. 
To pronounce it, purse the lips as 
if to say “oo,” as in food. Now, 
without changing the position of 
the lips says “ee,” blending the 
“oo” and “ee” sounds equally to- 
gether. 

This is the correct vowel sound 
in the first syllable of fuhrer, but, 
since it is very difficult for the 
average speaker and is impossible 
to reproduce by English phonetics, 
the pronunciation given below, 
while not exact, will be closer to 
the correct German than the com- 
monly heard “FEW-rer.” Der 
should rhyme with fair, hair.

history of the theater. She trem- 
bled with desire to tell somebody 
how privileged she felt. 

There had never been such a 
stage-set as Cynthia's: the whole 
desert, thousands of shining miles 
of it, did come through the right- 
wall window. There had never 
been so touchingly lost a vagrant 
as Andy, so brave and mad a girl 
as Mahala (and if Bethel could 
admit it, how exquisite Mahala 
must have been!), so coldly ter- 
rifying a gang leader as Tudor 
Blackwall, so comic an old West- 
erner as Doc Keezer, imperson- 
ating Gramp. Bethel proudly knew 
that she mustn’t disgrace her high 
office as theater usher by guffaw- 
ing, and she stood at attention at 
the back. of the little hall, hands 
clenched with mirth that scoured 
through her like fever, as Doc 
ecackled, “Don’t think he really 
meant to do me any real harm. 
Just wanted to scare the pants off 
of me.” | | 

This was life! At its highest! 
The theater audience, driving over 
a sandy side road and parking in 
long grass: which wet their deli- 


cate patent-leather slippers or white 
buckskin shoes, saw an old brown 
wooden church, not very well re- 
painted. They might still have ex- 
pected to find a pious meeting ex- 
cept that on the broad stoop were 
box trees in wine jars from Italy, 
and over the grained front door 
an archlight illuminating the sign: 


The entryway had been turned 
into a lobby by the installation of 
a box office that was a bright blue 
coop, in which the apprentices took

The inside of the theater audi- Yo 


torium, all in slate-painted pine, 
with a peaked ceiling, was frankly 
a wooden box; and the seats were 
aged opera chairs, on steps. But 
from. Bordeaux, Roscoe had 
brought, as _ traveler-curtain, an 
impish, gray tapestry with knights 
and dryads and long-necked grey- 
hounds among intricate blue-and- 
saffron boughs, and it proclaimed, 
“Forget the drab box of the audi- 
torium, forget the drab boxes of 
your daily lives. Here is the gate 
to imagination.” 

The metropolitan newspapers had 
for years found it a very sound and 
illimitably novel joke to refer to 
the summer stock theaters as “the 
strawhats” and “the barn theaters.’ 
Well, if the Grampion structure 
was not a barn but a decayed 
church, it did at least have, back- 
stage, something like a mess of old 
horse stalls. The dressing rooms, 


the toilets, the property room, the 
costume room, the storage room, 
they were a honeycomb of thin 
coops, made of old boards with 
dark nail holes dotting them, and 
repaired with bits of old lath. They 
were in a crazy plan, so that you 
could, even in this tiny theater, get 
lost. And Bethel loved those dark 
passages between rickety walls. 
They were the alleyways of a 
crazy city of dreams. 
x * * 

HEN the curtain had opened, 
W tonient, the spectator (other 

than Bethel) would have seen 
a fairly good stock company per- 
formance of The Petrified Forest, 
distinguished by the facts that 
Mahala was beautiful, in a stately, 
benign way; that she was so un- 
suited to the role of poetic desert 
rat that the director must have 
done his casting in thé cellar, by 
touch; and that Doc Keezer, as 
Gramp, was a really good char- 
acter actor. The rest was silence. 

Bethel went backstage once dur- 
ing the show, for no other reason 
than to assure herself that she 
could. All she said was “Hello” to 
Iris Pentire—so successfully made 
up to look 35, as Mrs. Chisholm, 
that she looked 50. 

During the intermission she stood 
at attention, but she looked out 
at the strolling audience and vigi- 
lantly listened for comments. When 
a vacationing New York stock 
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broker said “Not too bad,” Bethel 
wanted to bite him. When the taxi 
driver’s wife gurgled, “It was lovely 
—I was so scared,” then Bethel 
almost kissed her. 

In intermissions they walked 
blissfully not on a New York side 
street of coal chutes and high, 
dusty stoops and Chinese beaneries 
and thin, evasive hotels and Greek 
bars and clammy persistent packs 
of autograph hunters, but on the 
dandelion-starred grass, under the 
elms, in sea breezes. It was the 
linden trees of Weimar to Bethel, 
and Stratford in Maytime. 

There were some seven reviews 
of the play in the New Haven and 


New London papers. Bethel still’ 


has all of them in her scrap al- 
bum. Her prize among them was 
written by a red-faced man who, 
under the name of Black Bart, did 
sports and harbor news for the 
New London Era, and who wanted 
to write plays: 

“If New York theatrical produc- 
ers could occasionally persuade 
themselves to give up going to Hol- 
lywood to try to get jobs, or to Lon- 
don to try to meet a duke, in be- 
tween their spasms of actual pro- 
ducing of plays, and if they could

be persuaded to have a little in- 
terest in their own future careers, 
they would take a few days off and 
look over the summer theaters, at 
which they scoff but which, as a 
matter of fact, are about the only 
source, outside of some. dramatic 
schools, for the Eugene O’Neills and 
Walter Hustons of tomorrow. 

“That was brilliantly seen last 
night at Point Grampion, in The 
Petrified Forest, the opening gun 
in the Nutmeg Players’ theatrical 
barrage for this summer, If per- 
haps some of the actors weren't 
yet as heavily loaded as the Broad- 
way big guns, a lot of them are go- 
ing to be. The play had the speed 
of a clipper, with humor and poetic 
qualities well emphasized, Andrew 
Deacon, who last summer pleased 
all hands by his robust characteri- 
zation of Ethan Frome, is now win- 


ning as an English poet*in hard 
luck, and the new leading lady, 
Miss Mahala Vale, is exquisite in 
the role of an Edna Millay in a

who hopes to find time even in his 
18-hour day in the theater to enter 
the New London tennis tournament

But Bethel cared less for the end 
of the report, in which it was stated 
that— 

“Young Miss Iris Pentire, who, 
seen in her dressing room, was ex- 
quisite as a skein of corn-colored 
silk, is indeed a find, for so clever 
is she in makeup and impersona- 
tion that this lovely child gave all 
the impression of a stuffed-shirt- 
waist female in the dubious 
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thirties. She is a wow.” 


Bethel reflected: 
“Maybe Iris is better than I am. 
“Maybe she’s better than I'll ever
